Failure ofa Big Sugar House and Dis- 
appearance the Senior Partner. 


DETROIT, August 6.—The facts of a 
failure aud attendant criminality that do 
not seem to have got into the press 
dispatches, have just come to lizht in 
this city. Qn Monday last Charles Hil- 
gert, successor of John Hilgert, 
and at the head of one of the largest 
sugar houses in Philadelphia, disappeared 
very mysteriously from his place of business, 
and his absence was not noticed until the fol- 
lowing day, when a gentleman who had con- 
tracted with him for some syrup visited his 
effice for the purpose of finding out why he 
had not fulfilled his contract.. A few 
hours later it was discovered that 
Hilgert had failed for $500,000. The people 
with whom he had done business had scarce- 
ly time to recover from the surprise attached 
to the failure wnea they were astounded at 
subsequent disclosures to the effect that 
Hilgert had forged acceptances upon 
several of his customers throughout the 
country to the amount of $295,564, and it is 
thought the end is not yet. These forged ac- 
ceptances were mainly inthe hands of vari- 
ous Philadelphia banks, who, of course, are 
the Josers. The assignment was made kiiown 
to the banks interested. They at once, through 
their attorneys, notified the business houses 


. upon whom the forged acceptances were 
™ drawn. 


It was through these notifications 
that the banks first learned that ther ac- 
ceptances were forged. During the past 24 
hours several wholesaie houses in 
Detroit have received notices from 
the banks that they heid_ their 
acceptacces for various amounts 
and as soon as duethey were to pay them to 
said banks. The amount thus far disclosed 
ns forged upon Detroit wholesale grocers is 
$23,336 and severaljthousand more are likely 
vo turn up,

Dickens and other writers have dealt with 
great gusto on the comforts of English chop- 
houses. St. Louis haseuch institutions, but 
they are not fertile themes for good writing. 
What are designated chop-houses here are, in 
nine cases out of ten, the resort of crooks, 
boot-blacks and the general slum of society. 
Last night a PostT-DISPATCH reporter hap- 
pened to be in the vicinity of Seventh and 
Morgan streets when he heard a voice 
in a Hght, shrill tone call out:

The sound issued from the door of a well 
known cheap cbop house in that vicinity. In 
order to get a goodideu of what was meant 
the reporter walked into the establishment. 
The place isa room about twenty feet wide 
by twenty-five or thirty feet in length. Tne 
ceiling is low and hungin festoons of tissue 
paper cut in various shapes. Over all 18 a

‘*Why it means a plain steak 
to be sure,’’ he replied, **ain’s.

comers, lads about 1% years old eren. The 
source of information was again referred to. 
A ‘‘Guiteau’’ was found to be a matton chop, 
while a stage plank was applied to some sort 
Ot batter cakes. The arrival of the last two 
youths seemed to opena generaiconversation. 

‘*Jimmy,’’ said one, trying to get a seat at 
the counter, ‘‘move your right crook (elbow) 
and let mein. You Oughter heard the cop try 
to give me some feed soup (pumping for in- 
formation) just now. I didn’t tumble.’’ 

‘*Did you see Cranky Dick in the hold over 
this morning,’’ asked a companion of him. 

‘*Yes, 1 did. 1 guess he will go over the 
road, The beak (Judge) is onto 
him and when he gets bis ‘tilly’ (trial) I am 
afraia he will go. It’s too bad that a man bas 
got to be done for a snide ‘goose-berry lay’ 
(small work) like that. If it bad been a good 
‘graft’ (thett) it would have been all right.’’ 

‘Well, let’s ‘shoot the crib,’’’ said one, 
and the most of them having finished their eat- 
ing, left.

The menu was a piece 
of meat, dignified by the name of Jesse James 
potatoes, buns and acup of coff-e. The me 
could only be eaten Dy one almost famished. 
The reporter excused himself and departed. 
Just such places as these are the homes of the 
young orphans and watifs who wander 
nbout from town to town, inak- 
ing a living by selling papers 
and blacking boots, In them the educatious 
which lead to crime and prison ia obtained. 
The number of these places in St. Louis is sur- 
prising. On Morgan and Wash street. and in 
other locations, they are to be found. They 
flourish along the Levee from Spruce toCherry 
street. These houses give shelter to 
older persons. Broken-down amblers, 
sports and crooks wear away their lives tn 
them. From these places come most of the 
unknown floaters taken from the river. De- 
spondent and under the influenceof drink 
they drown themselves. Wuen found their 


possessions are all on their per- 
sons. A emall bit of tobucco 
and an oid knife generally make 


up the property which is never claimed from 
the Morgue office after the owner has been Jaid 
to rest in the potter’s field.

HE WILL NOT HANG. 


Zach. Mitchell is Sure That Guy Smith’s 
Neck is Safe. 


Mr. Zach. J. Mitchell, senior counsel for the 
boy parricide, Guy Smith, who shot his 
father near Kirkwood, is by no. means afraid 
that he will hang. In conversation with 
afriend this morning, Mr. Mitchell said: 

“The only doubt about him getting a new 
trial is that the question is still to be passed 
upon. Whenthe time comes we are sure to 
obtain what we ask.’’ 

“Upon what grounds do you rely so confi- 
dently?’ asked his friend. 

“Upon almost every ground as set out In 
our motion,” said Mr. Mitchell, “and any one 
of them is sufficient if sustained. The erro- 
neous theory of the law upon which 
the case was eubmitted might prob- 
ably be considered the most patent 


and conclusive. Since the trial, in the recent 
case of the State vs. Banks, reported in 73 
Mo., the court clearly and emphatically holds 
that where the defendant’s testimony, how- 
ever unsupported, would, if true, reduce the 
crime to a lower degree of homicide than 
murder in the first degree, then the court is 
bound to instruct upon such lower 
grades and allow the jury to pass 
upon the weizht of such evidence in fixing the 
grade of the crime. In that case the defend- 
ant admitted the shooting, but denied his in- 
tention to be any thing more than to frighten 
his victim. In our case,Guy admits the 
shooting, but denies any tutention of killing 
his father, averring his purpose to be only to 
hurt him as badiy as his father had hurt him 
by w ing. You will readily 
perceive imilarity between the 
cases. This Banks\ase has been followed as 
deciaratory of the lay by a more recent opin- 
ion delivered by the (Circuit of Appeals in the 
case of the State vs. Tate, not yet published

So confident am I of the correctness 
of our position that itwould not surprise me 
if the judge, who is a most scrupulously con- 
scientious and humane man, should, upon 
reflection, of his own motion and withoutar- 
gument grant the new triai.’’ 

“But you asked no such instructions as 
was asked and refused in the Banks case?’’ 

‘*That was intentional on our part, and 
wholly immaterial. The courts in that same 
case says: ‘It is a matter of no moment 
whether defendant asks correct instructions 
or not. Itisthe duty of the trial court in 
such cases to zive correct instructions cov- 
ering the whole laws and where the court un- 
dertakes to so instruct, such instructione 
must be correct.’ Upon this theory of tbe 
law we allowed the Judge to instruct as he 
saw prouer, expecting, if necessary, totxuke 
advantage of any -error on motion for a 
new trial, as we have done.’’ 

“Then you think Guy’s neck safe?’’ 

“Yes, Just as safe as though he had never 
heen tried. And inmy opinion he never 
will hang for this offense, and it gives us but 
little or no concern. Our great anxiety is as 
to the effect of suspense and delays incident 
to the nexttrialupon his aged and almost 
heart-broken grandparents.”

Remarks About Hotel Watters — The 
Races—Celebrities at the Springs 
~—Style Among the Ladies. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
GRAND UNION HOTEL, SaRaTOGa, Au- 
gust 2.—Well, here we are, as the clown says. 
Saratoga {s fairly blazing; the season is in 
full dlast, and gorgeous peopie and gorgeous 
earriages' and gorgeous toilets and gorgeous 
maids and valets areas thick as fiies—al- 


‘though there is not a fiy to be seen at Sara- 


toga. Notone singlejfy have I seen in this 
hotel. The Grand Union proudly claims to 
be the finest hotel in the country, but as the 
Palace Hotel in San Francisco claims the 
same thing, and the Brunswick In New York: 
andthe Hygeta Hotel at Old Point, and nalt 
a hundred others besides, it is enough to say 
that it is the model mammoth American 
betet. The waiters are all colored; just as 
the case invariably is when colored servants 
are to be had, and they are capable indeed 
compared withthe white slaves that are 
found in New Eneland. After a fair ex- 
perience of many kinds, I unhesitatingly say 
that the white waiters in the White Moun- 
tains, half of them college graduates, up from 
Dartmouth andsimilar institutions, are the 
laziest, untidiest, most impertinent,good-for- 
nothing haif-handed set of incapables I ever 
saw, They are not above taking the money 
for their business, but they are considerably 
above jearning it. They are conversational, 
and take the earliest method of convincing 
me that they think themselves equal to tneir 
superiors and superior to their equals, and 
for down-right yulgarity, insolence and 
general worthlessness, commend me to a New 
Engiand mud-sill, graduated from a fourth 
rate college, and washing dishes for a living. 

The head waiter here is a superior being, 
who bas allthe innocent consequence ofa 


genuine darkey, and is immensely proud of 
being from “Richmon’, Virginy, sah!” He 
has balfa dozen assistants and an army of 
hundreds under him. They don’t spare at- 
tendance atthe great Northern summer re- 
sorts, aud >y the time the bell is touched the 
waiter is here. The Grand Union is on the 
spot where the first hotel at Saratoga was 
built by one Putman, a near relative of “Oid 
Put.” In 1800 he built a tavern here which 
accommodated seventy-five persons, and was 
thought atthe time to havedonea most 
pretentious and unwisething, his neighbors 
wondering sageiy where seventy-five persons 
would come from to drink the waters of Sar- 
atoga. His sign still hangs om the magnificent 
piazza of the Grand Union, ‘‘Putnam’s tav- 
erm and boarding-house,’’ and the sign itself 
is a lurid representation of the wolf episode 
in Gen. Putnam’s life, illustrated 
in the highest atyie of the sign parinter’s art. 
After the death of the original Putnam, his 
nine children continued to run the tavern and 
chasged the name to the Union Hotel, and by 
successive enlargements and renovations, the 
original struorure has altogether disappeared 
and the mammoth!Grand Union has arigzen in 
its place, but the old sign still swings on the 
piazza and looks as ancient and as hospitable 
as can be imagined. 

Among the features of Saratoga are the 
shops at which New York goods are retailed 
at fabulous prices. Madame Connelly is here 
from New York, a madame of Hibernian ex- 
traction, who makes confections for Mrs. 
William H. Vanderbilt, end oughtn’t to for 
anybody else. She exhibite a simpte littie 
dress of Which the materia!l—auns’ veiling— 
could not poseibiy have cost more than fifteen 
dojlars, with a little gattm on it, the 
whole thing, work and all being 
probably worth about forty dollars, 
and condescendingly informs the public that 
it is the cheapest thing she has—a hundred 
doliars being the price. If anything can add 
to native Irish impudence it is to puta 
madame before ahame. Kverything is dear, 
gud everything is after ail only wnat is ieft 
over from tiie great New York shops that 
have got through with the rush of the sea- 
son. 

The races are in progress and lots of people 
atteud. Yesterday there was a scrub race,in 
which one of the jockeys fel! off and hurt 
himself, whereupon a gentlemanly-iooking 
manin the crowd pulled off his coat and, 
jumping on the back of the riderless horse, 
pitched in and won the race in splendid sty!e. 
Everyoody was on tiptoe to know who the 
greatunknowo was. Itturned out that he 
was a celebrated Montreal jockey, who had 
come on to the races. 

Lots of celebrities are here and more are 
coming. Clara Loulsa Kellogg begins her 
annual four weeks’ visit here in the early 
part of August, snd will give,as usual,a 
concert or two for charity. A very good con- 
cert company, comprising Mile. Paolina Ro- 
sani, one of Mapieson’s last winter’s prime 
donne, hime. Teresa Carreno, Signor Tagiia- 
petra and others, have given one concert. and 
will give two more this week in the hail at 
the Congress Halil Hotel. Bliad Tom, the 
immortal, and perenniaily young, alse gives a 
concert on the 15th. Aithough one may be pas- 
sionateiv fond of music, yet one is apt to be 
surfeited with it at Saratoga. The hotels are 
all so close together that every orchestra is 
Gistinctly audible at all—and from 8 o’clock 
inthe evening uutil ll, and from 10 inthe 
morning until 12, there is a kind of Cincin- 
nati May Frstival, a St. Louis Saengerbund 
and a Ncw York Liederkranz, al] 
going on at the same time. One 
of the orchestras takes time by the forelock, 
and begins at 8 o’clock in ihe evening, and 
wakes up twoor three thousand people to 
listento*The Mascot and “Billee Taylor.” 
The nightly hops atthe botels are well patron- 
ized by toe best clasa of people. AiMough 
Israelites abound, they are not half so plenti- 
ful as some years ago when the ten lost tribes 
could be found at Saratoga. Saratoga has 
never loet what Long Branch never bad—an 
air of old-time respectability. The White 
Sulphur Spriugs in Virgtaia and the Saratoga 
Sprimg:ih New York have aset of habitues 
that frequent them for thirty or forty years 
in succession, The Attorney-General, Mr. 
Brewster, is a devotee of Saratoga, and has 
been for thirty vears. Mr. Stephen B. French 
is a here now, and is always the center of 2 
group of politicians, Of course the dressing 
ig suverb, but not all of it.

PROPOSED WHEAT STANDARDS. 


The Receivers and Country Shippers 
Favor Them, 
_——— — > -—-—--—— 4 
But the Millers and Exporters Oppose 
Them. 


Samples of the proposed standards of win- 
ter wheat to serve for the crop of 1882 were 
exhibited in the wheat corner on *Change to- 
day. These samplés were made up by the 
wheat inspection committee and were passed 
by the Board of Directors, who looked upon 
them with favor but did not adopt them, as 
they thought it best to expose these samples 
to the criticism of the trade before they for- 
mally adopted them. It did not take long 
for the floor to make up its mind as to their 
merits or demerits. Two sides were 
formed in a short time. On one side was the. 
commission merchaat, the receiver and the 
‘country shipper and buyer; on the other the 
miller and the European exporter. The 
former were weil satisfied with the standard, 
the commission merchant saying that with 
these standards St. Louis could compete with 
Chicago, Toledo and other receiving pointe 
whose grades have heretofore been lower 


than ours. The samples sbown were nearer 
those of these other markets than St. Louis 
had ever before had. A large country ship- 
ver of this State, after a careful examination 
of the proposed grades, said: “If this No. 2 
is adopted and the inspectors grade according 
to this sample, the wheat that I buy in 
the country for a No. 2, and which wil! grade 
No. 2 in Toledo, will also iaspect No. 2in 
St. Louis, and not for No. 3, as it has been 
doing. I haven’t shipped a car load of 
wheat to St. Louis this season, but have 
been sending my wheat to Toledo. This 
was simply because I knew my wheat would 
not grade as high in St. Louis as it will in 
Toledo.” 

The city millers generally do pot like the 
new standard. One of them remarked af- 
ter looking at the sample of No. 2, “This 
is not No. 2 wheat at all. Now, if they 
woud take this No. landthis No. 2 and mix 
them together they would make a good No.2.” 
Other millers claimed there was too much 
cheat and chaffinthe No. 2. That with the 
present fine crop of wheat, the standard of No. 
2 should be much higher than the one propos- 
ed. The European exporters expressed them- 
selves as very much dissatisfied, 
taking about the same ground as the millers, 
Itis saia by them that several cargoes of 
wheat have been shipped to Europe as No. 2 
red winter that were fully as good as the 
sample of No. l red the board now proposcs 
to adopt. They naturally claim that the Eu- 
ropean buyers will protest agaiast the drop 
in the grade fromthe fine wheat they firat 
received to the No. 2 that is now before the 
Exchange. The graininspectors are said to 
be to blame in this matter; When the fine 
wheat of this season came forward they 
raised their standard of inspection ana graded 
wheat No. 2 that snould have gone No. l,and 
that will, if the proposed standards 
are adopted, grade No. 
without difficulty. One city miller 
was found who expressed himself 
as well satisfied with the proposed grades. 
*Hie saia the No. 2 was of goed enough quality 
to wake a good, smooth flour,and if the mii) - 
ers wanted a better grade they could buy No. 
1. That No. 1 would be much more plentiful | 
under the standard, and the millers could get 
ali they wanted at a price but little above the 
No. 2. He also took the broad, and for a miil- 
er, the unusual ground that the proposed 
standards would conform more to ‘the other 
markets, and thus justice would be done the 
country shipper. While he thought the Ku- 
ropean exporters would not like the new 
grades, yet he believed our European trade 
would not be injured, asthe demand wouid 
come where the supply of wheat was. 

In making up the season’s grades it is 
claimed that the standard of last year, which, 
it. will be remember, was lowered by the vote 
of the Exchange members from the standard 
first adopted by the wheat committee and the 
board of directors.

A BAD RECORD. 


The members are already scattering, and it 
is given out that the last‘business of the ses- 
sion will be rushed through to-day, thovgh 
the formal adjournment may be postponed 
till Monday. After a session of nearly eight 
months, one of the longest on record, during 
which time the Republican party had every- 
thing its own way at the White House and in 
both branches of Congress, with no foreiga 
muddle, disturbauce of the public peace or 
other great distraction to interrupt legisia- 
tion, itis in order to recite what Congress 
has done. , 

In the first place, six Democrats, whose 
seats were contested, were unseated by 
strictly partisan votes, and Republican con- 
testants were seated in the places of five of 
them, while the sixth was declared vacant. 
Pensions of $5,000 a year were granted to Mrs. 
GARFIELD, Mrs. LINCOLN, Mrs. POLK and 
Mra. TYLER, widows ef former Presidents. 
The salary of President GARFIELD for the 
first year of his term, less the amount drawn 
by him pvefore his death, was allowed to his 
widow. An amendment to the deficiency 
bill appropriates $57,500 to the payment of 
the expenses incurred on account of his as- 
sassination, of which amount the physicians 
are to receive not exceeding $35,000, after reg- 
ularly proving their claims before a Board of 
Audit. Bills authorizing the construction of 
a large number of public buildings which will 
add at least $15,000,000 to future appropria- 
tions, were passed. Special appropriations 
were made for the relief of sufferers by the 
Mississippi floods. The membership of the 
House for the next ten years was fixed at 325. 
Lawes forbidding the emigration of Chinese 
laborers and establishing a Board of Election 
Commissioners for Utah to secure the en- 
forcement jof the laws against polygamy 


were enacted; alsco)0— 6 k—téd au- 
thorizing the national banks to 
extend their charters for twenty 


years. Provisions of this act authorize th, 
issue of 3 per cent refunding bonds, and the 
issue of certificates on deposit of gold coin. 
The distribution ofthe remainder ofthe Gen- 
eva award was provided for,first,among those 
who suffered directly from the Rebel cruis- 
ers, and secondly, among merchants whd 
paid war premiums. In order to postpone 
tariff reform, a Tariff Commission of nine 
Tite Barnacles was created to make sugges- 
tions on the subject to future generations. 
This list, we believe, comprises all the im- 
portant measures that became laws, aside 
from the appropriation bills, which contain 
some important provisions in the nature of 
general legislation, such as the compulsory 
retirement clause of the Army Dill, etc. As 
to the appropriations, the following table 
shows the amounts appropriated by the last 
Democratic Congress for 1882, compared with 
those of its Republican successor for 1883:

Here we have the Legislative bill increased 
$2,076,312; the Post-oflice bill increased $3,- 
686,468, in the face of the promise that the 
present Administration would make it self- 
sustaining; the Suudry Civil bill increased 
over $2,000,000, the Indian bill nearly a mil- 
lion, the Miscellaneous pill over $3,000,000, 
the Army and Navy bilis nearly a million 
each, the River and Harbor biil over $7,000,- 
000, half of which is mere stealage for local 
electioneering purposes. The Deficiency bill 
is increased over $24,000,000, largely to cover 
@xpenditures incurred without warrant of 
law in anticipation of Republican willingness 
to vote the money. The total increase over 
last year’s appropriations aggregates $78,- 
839,579. : 

But the worst thing in the record is the 
fact that, in connection with this huge in- 
crease of appropriations, there was a manifest 
purpose to maintain the present. increase of 
surplus revenue with a viewtoastill fur- 
thur increase of plundering appropriations 
inthefuture. The estimates show that the 
present rate of taxation will yield a surplus 
of $128,000,000 at the close of the fiscal year, 
exciusive of the requirements of the sinking 
fund. Yet the caucus permitted no sincere 
effort to relieve the people of their burdens. 
Tariff reduction Was forbidden by caucus 
anthority. A pretense of conceding some- 
thing to the public demand for relief from 
unnecessary taxes was made by presenting a | 
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tax-bill cutting down about $40,000,000 of 
internal revenue taxes on bank capital, bank 
deposits, bank checks, perfumery, patent 
medicines, sugar, etc., ali of which wuald 
only have put money in the pockets of capi- 
talists, without sensibly relieving the popular 
burdens. But even this measure has been 
practically abandoned by the party because 
the leaders are afraid to vote on BECK’S 
amendment to it providing for a horizontal 
reduction of 10 per cent in tariff du- 
ties. The very fleaders who procured 
such a reduction ten years ago 
when the tariff was no higher, than it is now, 
aud when there was pressing need for 
revenue, voted for a horizontal increase of 
ten per cent subsequently, and now, in the 
face of a surplus of $128,000,00, declare that 
the Treasury would be bankrupted by the 
same tariff reduction which they safely made 
in less favorable times when they had a tem- 
porary party purpose to serve. 

Such is the record of the closing cession 
and no dominant party ever made a worse 
failure with so fine an opportunity to enact 
beneficial legislation, unhindered by opposi- 
tion control in any branch of the Govern- 


ment.

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THE SLOP SEASON. 


A Talk With the City Contrac- 
tor. 
At Pt ane on 
the Work of Carrying Off the City’s 
Slops in the Summer. 


The slop contractor is making extensive 
preparations for a portion of the year which he 
has divided off and called the slop season. 
The manipulation of a city refuse is a big con- 
tract, of which few people can form the proper 
estimate, an idea of the amount of work done 
by the carts, which are seen daily in the 
greets, the horses caparisoned with bells 
that tinxlie monotonously from mornins to 
night might be gained from a visit to the 
‘‘dumps'’ This would be an unsavory un- 
dertaking. however. The contractor who was 
met at the City Hall yesterday said: ‘*No, 
I’m not going Off summering this summer. 
This is my busy season, and Ican’t afford to 
go to the watering places just now. ThisI call 
the slop season.”” 

“When does it begin and when does it 
end?’’ 

‘It begins about the first of June, when the 
gardens in the suburbs begin to turn 


out the year’s yield. The farmers then 
come to town with the first loads of the crops 
aud the shipments of vegetables that are not 
duefrom nome gardens for a mouth at least 
begin to arrive.’’ 

‘- Whatis the busiest season with the slop 
contractor?’’ 

‘It varies with the weather, supply and de- 
mand aud such things. I can define it gener- 
uiiyfor you if you desire. It is that season 
when famiiies can buy about twenty-four ears 
of sweet corn for 5 cents, and our worthy 
colored brothers and sisters can get two 25- 
pound watermeions for about the same figure. 
Some years this happy time _ arrives 
earlier in the season, but this year it will 
probably be a littie laterthan usual. It is not 
eety upon us yet, but will be in a few 
weeks.’’ 

**Wihatis your busiest day in the week?’’ 

‘Well, if you wantto see some bnsy men 
just watch the scavenger drivers in the Clab- 
ber Alhey district on a Monday morning io 
the season when watermelons are cheap 
and the weatner warm. On sucha morning 
every box, bucket, barrel, hogshead, boiler 
or receptacle in tie aliey between Franklin 
avenue and Biddle street through Ciabber Al- 
ley is packed aud the stack trom one to three 
feetover the top. This is no exaggeration 
and this makes the Ciabber Alley district the 
biggest slop districe in town. The precinct 
bounded by Eieventh and Ninth streets and 
Ubristy avenue and Morgan street is largeiy 
inhabited by colored families and 
rivais Clabber Alley in the con- 
sumption of watermelons I calculate 
thatinthe summer season when mweions are 
cheap fully 100,000 a cay are eaten in this city. 
This is of course the principai item which rez- 
ulates the increase of siops. A plenuful sup- 
ply of corn, apples, peaches, etc., also affect 
ihe slop contractor. Atéw years ago a busy 
Beason forthe contractor wus during the end 
of Angustand tue beyvinning of September, 
when private families began canning, pre- 
serving and making jellies for tue 
winter season. The useless portion of a 
1Omato does not amount to muca, buttake a 
coupie of million aad it does amount to a 
great deai. Thereis scarcely haif as much 
fruit canned at home, and tor home use, now 
as there was a few years ago.

Minnesota’s Great Yield of Wheat, 
Corn and Other Grain. 


CHICAGO, August 5.—Specials from the in- 
terior of Wisconsin state that the rains of the 
past week have injured the wheat in the 
shock, which {s beginning to gprout. The 
spring wheat is in danger of rust, but the 
weather to-day is excellent and the danger is 
probably past. General Manager Merrill, of 
the St. Paul Railway, thinks no great injury 
is yet done. The general feeling is that the 
rainy and unsettled weather is over for the 
present; that there is fine prospects of a good 
harvestand thatthe corn Will not suffer fo: 
want of rain, as it roots are deep and &trong, 
while the ground is well moistened and ready 
for any amount of hot weather. 

A St. Paul special says: As nearly as 
can be arrived at =bv «competent 
special agents, and the official statistician 
op the acreage of wheat in Minnesota, the 
drift ofthe reports is that the wheat crop 
will be one ofthe largest and the best ever 
grown inthe nortnwest. The oats will far 
exceed in quantity and quality any previous 
vield. The barley Is finest quality and colors 
and that the corn alone of all grains is not a 
first-class crop. Potatoes will vield enor- 
mousty. The grand total of the Minnesota 


wheat crop for "82 will be not less than 38.- 
000,000 bushels on an average of 2 473,000, 
against 30,000,000 bushels in ’81 on = an 
acreage of 2,964,000. The largest yield is 


twenty-four bushe!s per acre in Carver 
county and tweive bushels isthe lowest esti- 
mate. Goodhue county will yield over 3.- 
000,000 bushels, Otter Tail nearly 2,009,000,

THE BICYCLE. 


The Laws in Regard to the Wheelman 
in Michigan. 


In alettertoa member of the Missouri» 
Bicycle Club, Mr. L. J. Bates, the editor o° 
the Detroit Post and Tribune,gives the staius 
of bicycling in Michigan and the law on the 
subject. He says that the bicy- 
cle is regarded in all respects in 


the same light as any other vehicle on the 
public highways. There is no special legis- 
la‘'ion, one way or the other, except that in 
some cities bicyclers are granted special 
privileges, such as the use of the footpaths in 
the public Ee. Every city and most of the 
towns in the State have bicycle riders and 
ciubs. There has never been either opposi- 
tion to the whee!man or accidents of import- 
ance caused by them as faras Mr. Bates knows. 
All vehicles are required by jaw to turn out 
and give the wheeilmen their share of the 
road. In one case a hack driver was de- 
prived of his license for three months be- 
cause he refused to turn to his own side of 
the road, thus forcing a wheelman to dis- 
mount. The bicycle is becoming a most com- 
mon sight, Mr. Bates states, on ali the 
roads. The clubs bave ali large member- 
ships, made up of the best citizens 
doctors, lawyers, editors, clergymen and 
‘usiness men of all classes. One architect in 
Detroit averages thirty miles aday on his 
wheel, meking all visits to bui.dings, etc., 
withit. Mr. Bates himself averages 3,590 
miles a year on his vehicle, using it altogether 
instead of street cars and other modes of 
conveyance. He thinks this a pretty good 
record, considering that heis fifty vearse of 
ave and does not ride for pleasure.

THE WAR IN EGYPT. 
It May Break Up Europe, But Ameri- 
ca Gains by It. 
Ps SR IM 
Views of Dr. Preuss and Dr. Preetorius 
on the Subject. 


The war in Egypt, although at present not 
exciting much attention from the masses of 
the pedple, is a perplexing question to those 
who study Europe’s map _ closely. 
The general opinion secms to be 
that what has been yet done is only 
likethe preliminary moves on the chess- 
board and that the real struggle has not de- 
veloped sufficiently to be visible to all. With 
the purpose of obtaining the views of gentle- 
men well versed on the aubjecta Post-DIs- 
patch reporter called this morning on 

DR. EMIL PREETORIUS, 


proprietor ard editor of the Westliche Post, 


who is by birth a subject of the Emperor of 
Germany, although he has passed the greater 
portion of an active business and inteliectual 
life in this country. Like all educated Euro- 
peans, the Doctor has kept alive a keen inter- 
est in the affairs of the old 
country. With a view of ~ obtaining 


his opinions upon the situation in 
Europe, a Post-DispaTcH reporter this 
morning called at the Doctor’s editorial 
sanctum and was pleasantly received. Ap- 
prised of the object of the reporter’s cal!, Dr. 
Preetorius said: “The present troub'es in 
Egypt call imperative attention to what is 
known in Europe as the Oriental er Eastern 
question. This question has agitated Europe 
since the time of Peter the Great of Russia. 
Peter saw in Constantinople the key of 
Europe, and founded a policy which has been 
kept alive under the rnie of his successors 
ever since. In his last will Peter said that the 
possession of Constantinople by Russia was 
indispensable for Russia’s prestige. The 
century and a half which have elapsed since 
the death of the great Czar are full of wars 
and intrigues by Russia tagainst Turkey, but 
everv attack which the Russians have made 
has been repulsed, not by Turkey unaided, 
but by Turkey with the avsistance of some 
Christian power. Constantinople as a Kussian 
city would destroy the balance of power in 
Europe. For this reason it is the interest of 
every other European Government to frus- 
trate the designs of Russian statesmen 
against the Sultan. England, regarding Stam- 
boul asthe key of the world’s commerce, 
has been mainly relied upon by Turkey 
tocome to her assistance at a pinch and 
England has never yet failed to respond to 
the cry of the Sick Manin Europe. She has 
tried to obtain supremacy there for herself, 
but has failed for the same reason that Ru«- 
sia has failed, every one of the other Powers 
being ever ready to thwart her selfish pur- 
poses. Now France has an interest in the 
furkish possessions in Europe just as great 
as that of England or Russia. French states- 
men have deciared time and again their in- 
tention to make the Mediteranean Sea a 
French lake. ‘the initial coup of the ftirst 


Napoleon owas his expedition into 
Egyot, where he won the im- 
portant battle of the Pyramids, 


Had not his schemes been baffled by the Eng- 
lish Admiral Nelson at Abousir it is possible 
that the Mediterranean,instead of being afree 
sea, would be in fact what Frenchmen would 
like to have it, a !ake surrounded and guarded 
by France. In 1840, during the Thiers Goy- 
ernment, the old French programme in 
Egypt was revived, and at once the four 
other great Powers of that day, Russia, Eaog- 
land, Prussia and Austria,formed the famous 
quadruple alliance against France, and once 
more French designs in Egypt were ba'ked. 
In the present struggle Euglana is plaving 
the role which France twice attempted un- 
successfully, and, in my opinion, she will just 
as certainly invoke the hostility of Russia, 
Germany, Austria, Italy and France, and 
possibly Turkey. The latter, insuch a Crisis, 
would assume the proportions of a great 
power herseif. Russia bas repeatedly tried 
to »reak Eng!and’s prestige in India, and wil! 
as certainiy try to checkmate ber in Egypt, 
The Eastern question, in the shape which it 
has presented itself for one hundred and 
fifty years, has meant and stili means an {rre- 
pressible conflict that can be decided only by 
brute force. Diplomacy has tried it and has 
failed, aud Ewgiand will certainly spend 
blood and treasure to maintain her position 
in the world. ‘*Britanuia rules the waves,” 
is England’s standing boast. Having an 
immense navy, she.muy keep up ber sn- 
premacy on the seas for many years, but she 
bas no complement to her navy in an ade- 
quate army on land. One French or German 
army corps, if these Powers are ever arrayed 
against England, safely landed on the Engiish 
coast under cover of night, wou!d place the 
proud kingdom at their mercy. Now, taking 
into account the various European interests 
as I have sketched them, we cannot fail to 
see the immense proportions that the Egyp- 
tian struggie May astume at any moment.” 

‘tow may it end?” 

“It may end in a final solution 
of the Eastern q'estion, which 
has been rightly calied the bugbear 
of European diplomats. It may change the 
map of the Old World completely. The up- 
shot of the whole affair may prove, as I have 
often imagined it possible, that Germany,the 
strongest andin this business comparatively 
an impartial power, may draw the great 
prize, Constantinople, Ishould not be sur- 
prised to see the Emperor of Austria the suc- 
cessor of Constantine Paleologus upon the 
throne of Constantinople. In thatevent be 
could well afford to surrender his German 
provinces to the federation to which they 
really belong, & united . Germany. 
Possibly, too, Bismarck might suceeed 
in regaining the German provinces 
now held by Russia, Esthiand, Lieflana and 
Corniand. Of course Russia would not be 
pleased to see Constantinople in the hands of 
any rulers savé her own white Czar, but she 
would sooner see Francis Joseph of Austria 
there than Abdul Hamid or Victoria. It might 
turn out that Russia, finding her opportunity 
in the defeat of Engiand, would make a bojd 
strike for India.”’ 

‘“‘You have outlined a tremendous revolu- 
tion of Powers, Doctor,” suggested the re- 
porter. 

“Yes, sir; but I am sincere in thinking that 
Europe is onthe eve of a most astonishing 
change of affairs.’’ 

DR. EDWARD PREUSS, 
the editor of the Amerika, is well known as 
a ripe scholar, 1 deep thinker, and a gentile- 
man very intimate with the details of Kuro- 
pean questions. Wr. Preuss willingly con- 
sented to discuss the subject as follows: 

*-What do you think about the situation in 
Egypt?” 

“T think itia a serious one. England did 
not wish to make war, but is drifting into 
war, and such a war is, 80 history teaches, 
generaliv more bioody and grave than anv 
other. Take for instance the Crimean war 
of 1853. Aberdeen Was as peaceful and 
kindhearted as Gladstone. In spite of that, 
he with ali Engiand was dragged into blood- 
shed. Another case, although more remote, 
was the so-called thirty years’ war. Nobody 
wanted war io 1618, and notwithstanding 
everybody had to take up arms at last, until 
Europe was in powder and ashes.” 

“How about France? Will the new Prime 
Minister send troops to Alexandria?” 

“Lebiond is an old man and even more quiet 


and precautious than his deplored friend Gen. 


Cavaignac. If; De Freycenct hesitated, his 
successor will deserve the old French title of 
‘Faineant.’ ”’ 

“But Russia? Will the Czar not interfere 
with might and main?” 

“The time may come when Alexander ITI. 
will send his men-of-war to the Mediterra- 
nean, but I searcely believe that it will be 
done so soon.” 

‘*Now, if neither, Russia nor France will 
attack England, who wili?’’

A PostT-DiePATCH reporter this morning 
compiled from the books of the Third District 
Station a statement of arrests, etc., for the 
month of July.

Abraham they eal] the friend of 
God, Isnmael the sacrifice, Jacob the night 
man, Joseph the sincere, Job the patient, and 
Moses the word of God. David they cali the 
vicar of God. Jesus Christ, whom they dis- 
Linguish above all, they call the Spirit of God. 

Thus it is well said: 

“Islamism places our divine Reaeemer at 
the head of all the prophets.’’ 

I take the liberty to translate and quote lit- 
erally a Mohammedan’s authentication, com- 
menting upon the birth, the life and the mis- 
sion of our Lora: 

“Jesus, son of Mary, was born at Bethie- 
hem. * * * * Hebegan his divine mission 
at the age of thirty, years, after his baptism by 
St. John Baptist in the waters of Jordan. He 
called the people to penitence. God gave 
obim the power to work great miracies. He 
healed the Jeprous, gave sight to the 
blind, raised the dead and  welked 
upon the waters of the sea. * * * * 
Pressed by nunger—himself and his disci- 
ples—he received from Heaven, in the place 
of his agonizing and of his fervent prayers, 
a table covered with a napkin and garnished 
with aroasted fish, with five jioaves, with 
salt, with vinegar, with. olives, with 
dates, with pomegranates and ail sorts 
of green herb. They ate all, and this celestial 
table presented itself in the same manner 
during forty consecutive nights. 

This Messiah of nations proved thus his 
apostieship by a crowd of wonders. The 
simplicity of his exterior, the humility of his 
conduct, the austerity of his life, the wisdom 
of his precepts, the purity of his morals are 
above humagity. Also, be is qualified bv the 
holy and givcrious name of the Spirit 
of God. He received from Heaven the holy 
book of the Gospe!s.’’”

He 
opened aciub to which were invited the 
ladies and the prostitutes, and every night he 
got drunk more or less and had a dog fight or 
some other orgy. The King felt dreadful 
about this behavior, but the Kine’s brother, 
Cumberiand, encouraged itto goon. Cum- 
beriland keptafaro bank to win his Royal 
nephew’s money, and called the Prince 
“Taffy” in allusion to his being of Wales, as 
“Taffy was a Welshman.’’ 

The father of the Duke of Orleans, Philip 
Egalite, came to England, and Prince George 
1V. chose him for his reguiar companion, 
and among those who foliowed them were 
British officers just returned from the Amer- 
ican war, such as Lord Rawdon, Cornwallis, 
Erskine and others. Fox, the celebrated 
statesman, became very thick with the Prince. 
In 1782, Lord North’s Ministry having 
failed to reconquer America, the King 
broughtin the Whigs, and Fox among them 
as the Foreign Secretary. The King hated 
Fox as one of the instigators of his son’s ex- 
cesses. Fox at that time wore a dress copied 
exactly from weorge Washineton’s unif rm, 
and his friend, the Duke of Portlaad, re- 
joiced at the loss of an English ship of war 
sent to America. Fox at that time was thirty- 
three years old, a nearly ruined gambler 
with impaired health, with harsh, dark fea- 
tures, and descended from Charlies II. 

IN DEBT. 

About the time the United States was ac- 
knowledged by the King the son was already 
deeply in debt from bis gambling experi- 
ences with Fox and others. ‘The Prince re- 
ceived £100,000 a year. His father fought 
against this amount, and the Ministry was 
about to resign, because they could not con- 
ferit on the young scapegrace. Ultimately 
the Prince got £50,000 a year, partiy to pay 
his debts, 

In 1783 Wales took Carlton House, a large 
residence in the middle of Westminster, Lon- 
don, and for forty years it swallowed up 
money from the people for repairs, additions, 
furniture, etc., and started the Prince ona 
career of building which he never stopped. 
He took his seat in the House of leers about 
the time old Franklin was coming home with 
the Treaty of Peaceior America. The Prince 
sympathized with his father’s enemies 
in politics and celebrated their victory 
at the hustings. He had considerable spirit 
of a coarse sort, and looked very handsome. 
When his next birthday came bis father re- 
fused to pay any attention to it, regarding 
him as ene of the enemies of the court. Wales 
gave hie first public breakfast to six bundred 
persons, at Carleton House, with four bands 
of music,"and.Sheridan, the damatist, was a 

uest. 

The Prince became a perfect rowdy, and 
clothes, carriages and pnuilding houses became 
his priocipal joys. He introduced the phe- 
ton, the curricle, the gig, the stanhope, the 
tilbury, the dennet and the buggy, like some 
of the fast vourg shailow-pates left rich in 
New York now. 

At the age of twenty-five the Prince was 
steeped in debt, and it became necessary to 
give him about $800,000 or he would have bad 
to go abroad like any other bankrupt, and 
stop at Calais or The Hague. The Cabinet 
thought--% disgraceful to bave a British 
Prince and heir apparent to the throne liv- 
ing out of the country as a fugitive. He 
said to the Ministers: ‘‘My expenses are twice 
my income; [am ruined if I stay in Eng- 
land.” 

MARRIES AND MISTRESSIZES. 

At twenty-three he took a mistress, Mrs. 
Fitz Herbert, twenty-eight years old, the 
youngest daughter ofa country squire named 
Smythe, and whose two husbands had both 
died, leaving her. $10,000 a vear. She had 
good humor, good nature, a round, 
pretty face, and fall, finely cut lips. 
Wales met her at Richmond hill, 
near London. He wanted her to marry 
him, and because she would not do so stabbed 
himself. She fled to Holland, and he pursued 
her with couriers and letters, affecting de- 
spair. She was a Catholic. Finally she mar- 
ried him, the preacher, Mr. Burt, receiving 
£500 for performing the ceremony. The niar- 
riage was invalid in law, and the woman was 
at once made unhappy by the Prince’s drunk- 
enness. 

He went to the New Market races and bet 
heavily, fenced, played tennis and cultivated 
mesmerists. Fox,in order to get money, 
voted Wales bv Parliament, denied that 
Wales had been privately married, and was 
immediately afterwards told by a gentleman 
that he had been present at the ceremony. In 
reality, the Prince committed his friend, 
gained his udvantage and reduced his real 
wife to the position of a mistress. Several of 
the wives of the nobility visited Mrs. Fitz- 
Herbert and Lord George Gordon, the hero 
of the Gordon riots—described in Dickens’ 
novel Barnaby Rudge—actually got out a sub- 
peena for the VPrince’s wife. In 1786 the 


*House of Commons voted him nearly $1,000,- 


000 to get him out of debt, and the King then 
gave him a public reception. The times were 
then 86 drunken that Pitt, who was then 
cousidered the ablest man in the Ministry. 
broke down in Pariiament with drunkea- 
ness. 

VICEROYAL MORALS. 
The games then piaved were faro and 
macoa, and Crockford’s jwas the great gam- 
bling heli.. Persons proposed by the Prince 
himself for members to c!ubs were black- 
balled. Be was present at a prize fight in 
Brighton, where one - of the pugilists was 
Kilied on the spot. When he was 20 years 
old he began to resort to London and 
Brighton, the latter place being chiefly his 
creation. He there constructed an Oriental 
Palace, Which Was many years in construe- 
tion, and cost enormous sums. It still re- 
mains intact as asbow ina vark, and I have 
been through it. 
When he was 24 vears of age his father, 
George IIL., bad a fit of insanity and collared 
his son, and there was a scene in the roya! 
household that might have shocked a mad- 
house. The cause of George II1.’s insanity 
was the :oss of bis American Colonies and his 
son’s Vife behavior. The Prince made ready 
to succeed his father, supposing he was go- 
ing to-die, but the old mau recovered, and all 
the Piioce’s friends thougbt their noses 
wouid be cut of joiat. Fox underiovok to put 
the Prince at the head of the Government, 
and Pitt seized the opportunity to stand in 
well with the Kiug. The Prince would have 
been made Regent at the age of 27 but for his 
marriage with a Catholic. 
The Kivg recovered, and the French revo- 
Jution broke out, but his wife endeavored to 
keep him from being recovciled to his sons. 
A duel was fought between the Duke of 
York, the brother of the Prince, and a Col- 
onel Lenbox. In bis despair for money the 
Prince began to issue bonds of a personal 
nature to be negotiated in foreign countries, 
payable in treble 9 amount after he had se- 
cured the crown. One loan was projected to 
the amount of $1,790,000, to stand for 
twenty-five years. itis charged that seven 
ersons wore thus executed in France for 
oaning money to a foreign Prince, whose 
title was to be King of Great Britain, France 


and [reland. 

A HOT FAMILY. 
Mrs. Fitz Herbert, the Prince’s wife, was 
nearly thrown in jail for debt, which the 
Prinee could not pay, and the money had to 


won the Derby in 1788, and in four years he 
won 185 races, and in twenty years 313. His

_ #unmore, who had been Governor of Vir- 
nia. They were married in Rome. There- 
Upon & royal marriage act was passed. 

The Prince now took Lacy J ersey a8 a pri- 
vale mistress, though she was the friend of 
bis private wife. About the same time, in 

8 thirty-second year, he made u royal mar- 
riage with the Princess Caroline, the niece of 
his father and his own cousin. She was 
twenty-seven years old. Her father was 
openly licentious. She wrote to one of her 
friends: *‘T am indifferent to my marriage, 

‘UL NOt averse toit. I think I shail be nappy, 
but I fear my joy will not be enthiusastic. The 
man of my choice! am debarred trom pos- 
sessing, and I resign myself to my destiny.’’ 

Woen he'met Caroline for the first time in 
St. James Palace she kneeled to him, when he 
raised her up, kissed her,jsaid oue word, and 
then, turning around, exclaimed, ‘Harris, I 
am not well; get me a glass of bsandy.”? 

‘Had you uot better nave aglass of water??? 
said the attendant nobleman. 

“No!” he cried. ‘‘I will go to the 
Queen,” and he left his future bride pewil- 
uered and alone. 

The marriage ceremony was performed at 
night by the Archbishop of Caaterbury. It 
is said that the Prince was arunk, and rose 
from his Knees before the ceremony was half 
over. Heintroduced her to his blackzuard 
companions, who Were constanily drunk and 
sleeping in their boots on the sofas. 

The Prince’s debts now mounted up again 
to neariy $3,000,000. Caroline’s rcyal moth- 
er-in-law stole a package of the Princess’ 
letters to Germany and found herself grossly 
described. In 1796, the last year of Wasn- 
ington’s Administration, the Princess was 
delivered of a daughter, Charlotte Augustus, 
who married Prince Leopold, and afterward 
died in chiidbed, thus preventing any heir of 
George LV. mounting the throne. 

HOUSEKEEPING OF A KING. 

The reaj love of ihe Prince, Mrs. Fitz Her- 
bert, Was still respected by the Queen and 
the royal family, and afters brief interval 
they lived together again. Parliament pass- 
ed a law making it illegal ‘*to trust” the heir 
apparent to the throng 

In 1806 the Prince, who was a constant 
aduiterer, though forty-four years old, dis- 
covered tbat hi- wife, Caroline, Was imitating 
him. Lady Vougiass, one of ihe Princess’ 
housekeepers, deciared the Princess to be 
uachaste. Pittanau Fox died civse together 
avout this time—Fox the Prince’s friend to 
tie last. 

Ibe Prince’s brother, the Duke of York, 
now began to sell positions in the army 
througb a Mrs. Ciark, anc, though he was 
yuilly, he Was acquitted on trial. Such was 
the tendency to secret love in this family that 
the amia!, e Princess Amelia, who died at 
2] years vi age, and ou Whose account her 
lather finally went crazy,Was secretiy married 
to a Captaia, and afterward General, Fitzroy. 
It is Said that nearly ali of her Sisters con- 
tracted similar alliances With persons in pri- 
vate life. 

The old King went insane, and would dress 
updatop buots and a blue cocked hat, and go 
around switching his bouts with arod; then 
suddenly he wouid cry out, ‘‘God help me!” 
and faliontbe groundinafi Such was the 
man Who undertook to conquer the Ameri- 
cups. , 

At forty-nine years of age George IV., who 
was to be, became Regent of ithe Kingdom. 
The tecitimate King of France, though an 
exile from his country-—Louis XViILl.—went 
to the Prince’s fete ana George ied him in at 
Carleton House. George still lived with Lady 
Fitz Herbert, who was most ofthe time at 
Brighten, and gave suppers and bails. 

One night at Carleton House, the Regent 
Prince, being d;unk at a great banquet, began 
to abuse a Whig statesmau, when oue of them 
present arose and protested. The Princess 
Charlotte Augusia, being present, burst into 
tears, and the poet Sheridam led her to the 

sor. 

The newspapers at once began to attack the 
Prince, ard he became very unpopular with 
the people, and «waa hissed in tne streets. 
‘be Prime Minister, Percival, was murdered 
py @ lunatic. 

. -. POOR CAROLINE. | 

The young Princess, George’s daughter, 
espoused her mother’s cause, and her own 
father was jealous of her. Being refused per- 
mission toj-eejher daughter,the Regeat’s wife 
started a domestic excitement that embroiled 
the whole kingdom. Wiuile Weilington was 
winning great victories in 1812, when the 
news was brougbt to the Rewent, he ex- 
claimed: ‘*D—n» the North, and d—na Wel- 
logton! The question is how I am 
be rid of this d—d Princess.” The 
poor for.'ga woman was literally driven 
out of th .’alace of Kensington. Her daugh- 
ter was nuW marriageable, and was designed 
by her father for the Prince of Orange. 

“The eon of Charies {. was opened at 
Windsor. dthe Regent saw ihe body ofthat 
unhappy monarch, whose head had been sewn 
on, though the threads were decayed. His 
hair was o/f a dark brown color and his beard 
was brown. The complexion of the skin was 
dark and discolored. The cartilage of the 
nove was gone, but the left eye on the mo- 
ment of exposure was open and full, though 
it vanished immediately. 

SON OF A CHIP FROM BITTER CREEK. 

Napoleon Was overthrown at this time, and 
the nation wasinatumuitofjoy. The ex- 
iled King of Frauce was rent hoime with cere- 
mony, While the Prince’s cousin and wife 
were driven out of the country by negiect 
and contempt, and the RKeyent’s daughter 
had to flv from his tyranny. eople began 
to besieze Carleton Hlouse in great numbers, 
and the Prince had » ioaf of vread left bim 
steeped in biood. The Prince’s debts again 
amounted to nearly $2,000,0U0. In 1820 the 
insane old King died, after surviviug George 
Washington twenty-one years, and, like 
Washington, he was bied of eighty ounces of 
blood. He was one of the most robust-look- 
ing men in the Kingdom, 

George LV. was crowned in his sixtieth year 
with magnificent display, and his Queen, who

bad been avroad, resolyed to come back and 
share in his diguities and revenues, and be 
crowned also. The King’s royal robes cost 
125,000, besides his jewels, and that night 
Westimipster Hall, wnere Charies I. had been 
sentenced, was the scene of a banquet, at 
which were eaten seven thousand pounds cf 
beef and twenty thousand pounds of mutton, 
The Queen was stopped on the way In by 
soldiers. ‘The new King began to renovate 
the Palaces of Windsor and Buckingham, the 
former costing $2 500,000. He butit Hyde 
Park Gates, visited Lreland and the Continent 
and Scoiland, where be saw Su Walter Scott, 
and said to him: “The man in Scotland 
whom I most wish to see; let him come up.’’ 
Scott, who was a toady, baving drank a glass 
of cherr’ brandy with the King, asked as a 
great favor that ae might be aliowed to put 
the giass in bis pocket. 
SAD OLD ROUE. 

Thetrouvies of oid sage soon set in upon 
the King; his bladder was out of order, and 
exercise became hateful to him. He lay in 
bed unti! 6 o’clock in the evenings. His 
rooms “ere Kept at the temperature of a 
stove, While be drank great glasses of cherry 
brandy, and his brain:was muddled all the 
time. fle had become so gross and bloated 
that be had an idea of seciudinog bimseif from 
everyoody. When he rode out no one was 
admitted to the forest. He became almost 
ilind, and dropsy and affections of the heart 
beganto set in. He imagined that he rode 
race horses thut had just won victories. He 
began to read the Bible somewhat, and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury prayed with 
him, and he said “amen’’ several times. 
One Friday nightin 1830 the doctors tojld 
bim that bis iast moments were agtually ap- 
proaching. **@od’s will be done,” he said. 
“Where is Chichester?” meaning the Bish- 
op. The Bishop came in and gave him the 
sucrament. About midnight he slept a little, 
and awoke near 2 o'clock. Dozing in his 
chair he felt faint, and asked for sai voiatile, 
but could not swallow it, Pressing the hand 
of an sttendant he said, “My boy, this is 
death!” He half elosed his eyes, sank back 
in his chair, and expired about 3 o’clock.

His unfortunate wife died in 1821, when he 
was in Ireland. His brother, Who became 
King after him, had been a midshipman in 
New York, and was privately married to a 
Mrs. Jordan, an actress, during his service. 
Victoria is a niece of these two Kings, and 
the daughter of their brother, and a grand- 
daughter of George II{. She has improved 
by theirexample.

I’ve been 
here about three weeks. I haven’t made a 
fortune vet,” she continued, smiling, “but I 
hope to. Now take your fingers from the 
bowland dry them on this towel.’’ Under 
further directions the customer rested his el- 
bow on a dainty cushion and extended his 
hand across the table. 

The little finger was the first to be operated 
upon. A small, sharp file, made expressly 
for the purpose, was run around the end of 
the finger until the nail resembied in shape 
an acute angie with the sharp angle rounded 
off smooth and fall. The naii was then 
trimmed ciose to the end of the finger. A 
piece of fine sand paper was rubbed around 
the nail until it was free from all particies 
caused by the filing. 

‘*T ao find it so strange in Philaaelphia,’’ 
said the artist, as she began on the next fin- 
ger with the tile; **people don’t know what a 
manicure is. A great many of them think it 
is some sort ofa living curiosity that travels 
around with the side-show ofa circus. You 
would be surprised at the number of people— 
society people—who never think of doing 
anvthing for tbeir finger nails. They ent 
them off or else they bite them, and b¥ing is, 
oh, such abhorrible way! It will destroy a 
good finger nail quicker than anything else. 
People have an idea that a finger nail must be 
kept short, but that’s the greatest mistake 
they make. What do you suppose hails were 
made for if not to protect the ends of the fin- 
gers? Ifthe nails are kept short the ends of 
the fingers become stumpy and misshapen 
from contact with hard substances. Where 
the nail is a trifle longer than, or at least an 
equal length with the finger, the extreme end 
retains the original taper jshape given it by 
nature. 

‘““My customers?” she continued, brushing 
back a refractory curl that persisted in es- 
eaping from the net, “Oh! everybody that 
has ever seen a manicure before. Quitea 
number of people come out of mere curiosity. 
I go to Cape May two days a week and work 
at the hotels and large cottages. My tools 
are not heavy, a8 vou can see, so I carry them 
in my pocket. My trade down there is rap- 
idiy increasing» -d-am always busy there just 
before large hops or receptions. You see 
digging in the sayd on the seashore doesn’t 
improve the fingers, but you know it’s fash- 
ionable with a great many people. When the 
social season opens in the city next fall and 
winter I expect to have more work than I 
can do.” 

When the nails of both hands had been 
rounded and shaped with the file and the bit 
of sand paper, the manicure took up a small 
pair of scissors with sharp curved blades and 
carefully removed all ioose pieces of cuticle 
that clung to the base of the nail after a keen- 
edged knife had scraped the surface smooth. 
A diluted acid rubbed on gentiy with tne 
finger completed the smoothing and cleansing 
process. Pink powder was then applied and 
rubbed in with the finger and a smail pad of 
chamois-skin. A pink paste, applied with a 
brush, was the last thing pb and whea 
this was washed off and the fipger-nails dried 
and smartly rubbed again the operation was 
complete.

How the Proper Shade of Port and 
Claret is Put On,

List of the Drugs a Wine-Brinker Has to 
Swallow. 


The subject of the adulteration of wine fs 
one that has always attracted considerable 
attention. Although lager beer may be said 
to be the staple beverage in St. Louts at pres- 
ent, yet there is a great amount of wine 
drunk, and most of it is, of course, imported. 


In fact, most of the red wines are imported, 
the bibbers Jargely preferring anything that 
has a foreign anaes to matter put up with 
an honest home label. A Post-DISPATCH 
reporter went out to investigate the subject 
of the adulteration of imported wines this 
morning. Dealers were singularly reluctant 
in discussing the subject, and when they 
did speak it was on a promise that their 
names should not be used. 

“Of course,” sald one of them, “imported 
wines are falsified, or adulterated, if you want 
to put it that way, but so is beer, and so ds 
every drink ef which you partake. Your 
miik is not free from it. In every large city, 
water, especially spring water, is not whole- 
some. Andeven the medicine that you buy 
from your druggist, when you are sick, is 
nicely falsified, and is seldom just what the 
prescription calls for.?” 

“IT know, but let us talk about wines,” said 
the reporter. 

‘*Well,’’ said the desler, "Ill tell you. In 
France wines are falsified in three ways: 1 
By mixture of different kinds of wines. 2. 
By the addition of foreign substances to the 
natural or the mixed wine. 3. By manufac- 
ture with ingredients not produced by the 
vine. The firatisthe least objectionable; a 
strong, heavy wine often being mixed with 4 
light one in order to make another wine more 
palatable than either. This operation, how- 
ever, becomes reprehensible when the ob- 
ject is, for instance, to make an inferior white 
wine, by such mixing, pass for a superior 
wine. 

THE COMMON PRACTICE 

conrists inthe mixture of several kinds of 
wines to make what is technically called 
cuvees. The heavy wines of Auvergne, Cher 
and Narbonnais ure mixed with the light 
wines of Lower Burgundy, Anjou and Char- 
entes. A great part of the vin ordinair,called 
Bordeaux, is usually manufactured in this 
way: One-third ofthe heavy wine of Lan- 
guedoc, one-third of red Charentes and one- 
third inferior white wine. When itis intend- 
ed for exportation it receives in addition 
alcohol and some coloring matter. The 
liquory wines of Alicante, Malaga and Ma- 
deira are manufactured with remarkabie skill 
at Cette, in the South of France.”’ 

‘Is this mixture easy to detect?” 

“Not When done wei). The frauds prac- 
ticed by mixture are difficult to detect, even 
smong experts, On accovat of the absence of 
s foreign substance. When the latter is pres- 
ent the attention of the expert is especially 
directed to the color of the wine, as it is always 
in the interest of the falsifier to add to the in- 
tensity ofthe color. Red wines contain three 
principal coloring substances: 1. Aenoline, 
a colering mattercommon to all grapes ex- 
cept the variety called Aramon. 2. Aenocy- 
anine, & bluse colering matter found especial- 
ly inthe dark wines of Spain, Roussilion and 
the Southern countries. 3. A yellow sub- 
stance, which tints the white wine and com- 
muvpieates to the red wines the tone of the 
onion skin. The two first coloring substances 
differ in thetr composition according to the 
varicty of thse vine.” 

‘Sand these are the natural substances 
which the faisifier endeavors to imitate?” 

‘Yes. A number of substances are em- 
ployed to imitate these coloring substances, a 
faw ot which I will briefly describe: Aniline 
rede and violets, reasiine ssits, a residue from’ 
the manufac'ure of fuchsia and grenat, espe- 
cially the iast.. These substances are gener- 
ally incorporated with a glutinous syrup, ex- 
tract of beets, carmine of cochineal, etc. 
These dyes are-often charged with arsenic. 
The fuchsia, used alone, produces too much 
of a rose-color, and is consequently employed 
with yellow and violet substances. Aniline 
brown is found in the wines of Burgundy 
and the brandtes of Cognac to give them age 
and to improve the tint of the wine. China 
mauve mixed with water gives a dark violet, 


but it also communicates, after a time, 
an odor and taste not agreeable. 
The baie de sureau is lafgely used, 


This juice, at first a dark chestnut, brightens 
in the fermentation and under the influence 
of acid becomes a bright and beautiful red, 
such as you often seein craret when you look 
at it with. the light through the glass. The 
‘Sambucus ebuius’ yields a still darker 
color, which does for port.- These substances 
are both purgative and are used for preparing 
the tint of Fismes, so well known 
to some drinkers, the tone heightened 
by tartaric acid and frequently by alum, 
The extract of pbeetsis frequently nsed to 
disguise the taste of cochineal and fuchsia. 
In all the mixtures containing foreign sub- 
stances large portions of water are used, 
which are added to increase the quantity, ay 
in this the profit lies.” 

“Falsitication runs into the brandy trade 
too, does it not?” 

“Yes. Constant topers are always talking 
about Frenecb brandy, and when well posted, 
they mention that from §Marseilles. They 
think aay Bad itin every salooon. Now, I 
have just been resding a 
REPORT OF THE U. S. CONSUL AT MAR- 

SEKILLES, 
mede to the Government, in which he says: 
‘The brandy trade is not extensive in this 
district, and none is exported to the States 
from this port. I may assert, after a careful) 
examination of the invoice book, that the 


exports of brandy for the last five years have 


not amounted to $1,000,2. The same official, 
being ordered to look into the wine adultera- 
tion, writes in the following language.”’ The 
dealer showed a pamphiet, which contained 
the following statements: ‘*The wine trade is 
more active, but is confined to the grades 
produced in the south of France and known 
a8 ‘commons’ or ‘ordinary.’ 
The inquiries recommended by 
your instructions will then bear on such 
grades atone. Iam sorry tosay that I found 
it no easy task, although simplified to such 
an extent.” I have ha , before this, many an 
opportunity to realize how reticent Mar- 
seiiles merchants are about their business, 
even in its most Jawful shape, and I fully an- 
ticipated the resu't of my investigations when 
bearing upon so delicate a subject. Very lit- 
tle information could be obtained from mer- 
chants, and the Chamber of Commerce, being 
consulted, stated that it was impossible to 
know or eventoforman opinion about the 
extent of wine adulteration.’’ 

“It seems to be a difficult job to get at this 
matter?’ 

‘Yes, itis. You must bear in mind that 
the French law punishes adulteration of any 
article of food with a fine of from fifty to five 
hundred francs, and imprisonment for a term 
of not less than three months nor more than 
one year, or two yearsif the adulteration is 
proved to be injurious to health. Wine, and 
especially ordinary red wine, is, to this popu- 
Jation, as much of a necessary of life as bread 
itself, and the poorest laborer must have his 
bottie of wine at every meal. Hencethe ne-

“Ts this raisin wine largely nraae now? 
“Yes, the industry is now thriv- 
ing, and the hundreds of factories 


in the neighborhood of Marseilles and in fact 


all over France produce at present more 
wine than the vines ever did. These raisin 
vines have been recognized as harmiess by 
the French law, and no distinction is made 
between the raisin and grape vines, both 
being recorded in the excise book as ‘ Vins 

without res other denomination, and meking 
it impossible to useertain officially what quaa- 
tity of 
sumed.’”’ 

“Is not the raisin wine colorless?” 

“Yes, but itis po mystery that the raisin 
wine which, asyou say, is always colorless, is 
disposed of princihally by being mixed with 
the natural wine, which imparts to it its 
color. When.the mixture is made with a rea- 


sonable limit, say about ten per 
cent, it is perfect! harmless 
and considered a lawful process, 


which helps to furnish the French population 
with the usual and necessary quantity of 
wine. Many, unfortunately, are too liable to 
derive illegitimate profits from the facilities 
thus offered theminthe wide difference of 
prices between the natural and the raisin 
wine. The people are accustomed to the use 
of red wine, and raisin wine can only be sold 
to them when colored by artificial means, 
THE FRENCH Law 

ouly authorizes deep-colored wine for this 
coloring process, but such large quantities of 
it are required to give a merchantable hue, 
that many persons use more powerful agents, 
very small quantities of which gain the desired 
color. There is hardly a coloring substance that 
is not employed. .Among those commouly in 
use are black elder berries,awarf elder berries, 
privet berries, phytolacca; berries, wild pop- 
py, huckleberries, tincture of turneol, log- 
wood and Brazil wood.” 

**These are all unwholesome ingredients?’”’ 

“Nearly all the above substances are cath- 
artic and more or less injurious to the bealth, 
but are not considered to be poisonous as 
other chemical tinctures which are also 
sometimes used, such as carmine, sulphate of 
indigo,. and especially the substance called 
here ‘fuschine’ or aniline red, and -against 
which severe measures have been taken by 
the French customs, to prevent the importa- 
tion of any wine thus adulterated. A sam- 
ple of every cask imported is carefully ana- 


lyzed before the wine is admit- 
ted for consumption, and whepn- 
ever traces are found of such 


deleterious substances the wine is without 
delay poured into the sea. I have no doubt 
that many other reprehensible tamperings 
are practiced on wires, and I have said 
nothing of the usua! snd almost necessary 
manipulations that French wines go through 
before they are delivered to the consumer. 
Toexplain the words ‘almost necessary,’ I 
shall have merely to mention the well-known 
fact that all wines are subject to numberless 
stages of alterations or decompositions, 
‘maladies,’ as the French term it; every wine- 
grower or merchant has his own receipt for 
preventing or curing these ‘diseases,’ ”” 

‘‘So you think that adulteration is common 
enough?” 

“Well, I don’t say that,” answered the 
dealer. “I putit this way: As the French 
law prohibits all adulteration of wine, even 
the addition of water,there is officially no 
falsified wine either exported or consumed, 
and it is consequently impossible to find out 
what percentage of falsified wine is exported 
to the United States or elsewhere. Still, no 
doubt can be entertained as to the adultera- 
tion taking place, and wines are analyzed 
only when imported and notatall when ex- 
ported. The only meansof detecting the 
amount of falsified wine shipped to the 
United States 1s to follow the example of the 
French customs, and have ali wines arriving 
at the United States sampled and carefully 
analyzed before they are delivered tothe 
importer. But, inasmuch as falsified wine 
may be sent abroad, even when a fair price 
is pald forit, I would strongly recommend 
again that a strict analysis be made of ail im- 
ported wines. This protective measure 
strictly enforced would at once make known 
the per centum of falsified wine sent to the 
States, andthe injury that may attend the 
consumption of such wines.” 

**No doubt 2 large amount ofthe falsifica- 
tion is done on this side ofthe water,’’ sug- 
gested the reporter.”’ 

**T have not the slightestdoubt about it,” 
was the answer.

HYBRID MELONS. 


The Part the Busy Bee Plays in Na- 
ture’s Laboratory. 
From the Atlanta Post-Appeal. 

Learning that Col. Newman, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, bad exhibited at the 
meeting of the Atlanta Pomological Society, 
Saturday, a hybrid of the cantaloupe and 
cucumber, a Post-Appeal reporter sought the 
exhibitor for an explanation ofthe matter. 
Finding him in the Department, the foliow- 
ing interview was extorted: 

‘‘What about the hybrid cantaloupe?” 

‘Well, it is nothing unusual for any and all 
of the cucurbita family to hybridize, if planted 
near*tach other. That exhibited Saturday 
was across between Jones’ improved muak- 
melon and a cucumber. I don’t grow the 
seed from which this was produced, but sup- 
pose the melons and cucumbers grew near 
each Other last year, and were hybYidized by 
the bees, which are very fond of the blooms 
of all that family of piants. They gather 
both honey and pollen from them.’? 

“Well, how does that mix the melons and 
the cucumbers?” 

*T can explain in a few words how it hap- 
pens. You Know, or oughi to know, that all 
of this family of plants have, on the same 
vine, both male and female blossoms. The 
male flowers are staminate, while the female 
are pistilate. The little busy bee performs 
the office of priest in marrying the two. Sup- 
pose, for instance, a bee visits the male blos- 
som of the cucumber, and collects on ber 
thighs, as you no doubt have seen them do, 
the pollen of the cncumber. Thus laden, she 
seeks the flowers of the cantaloupe,which may 
have been thoughtlessly planted near by; she 
happens to aliZht'upon a female flower, and 
deposits the pollen of the cucumber upon the 
pistal of the cantaloupe flower; the ovaries 
of the latter are thus fertilized with the pol- 
om of the formcr, and the hybridisthe re- 
sult.’ 

**Does it affect the melon the first year??? 

“No, the seeds alone are affected and the 
results are not seen until these are planted 
and fruit grown from them. The melon on 
the end of which the female blossom through 
which the hybridizing took place will not be 
affected either in appearance or quality, but, 
as I said before, its seeds will produce hy- 
prids.” 

“How can the female flowers be distin- 
guished from the maie?” 

“The female flower forms on the end of the 
little melon which corresponds with the ovary 
of hermaphraditic flowers, while the male 
plossoms appears On a single stem.” 

**Ts this the only difference between them?” 

“No; as before remarked, the female is a 
pistilate and the male a staminate flower.” 

“With what else will cantaloupes cross?” 

“Witn pumpkins, gourds, squashes and 
watermelons.” 

‘How is this to be prevented ?”’ 

“Only by planting them far enough 
apart.’ 

“Tlow far is necessary ?”’ 

“They should not be nearer than a hun- 
dred feet, and further, if practicable, but the 
bees will hybridize them to some extent in 
spite of our utmost care.” 

‘‘The bees are then a nuisance, are they” 
not, to melon‘growers ?” 

“By no means. Their services are needed 
to fertilize the female flowers of all this fam- 
ily of plants, 38 is shown by the fact that ail 
of the smal! melons, which blossom in weath- 
er which prevents the bees from flying, drop 
off. It is generally thought that the wet 
weather causes it; but it does so only by 
preventing fertilization of the female flower, 
which opens in the morning and closes about 
noon.’’ 

‘‘What were the peculiarities of the melon 
you exhibited Saturday?’ 

“Well, it resembled a white cantaloupe in 
appearance, had yellow flesh and a decided 
cucumber taste and odor.’

“The first great clown that I recollect was 
Atehy Madden, in the 
at the corner of Grand and Pitt streets. 
wat a comic singer, a fair tumbler, a medium 
still vaulters could rum and vault, rode two 
horses, and would keep people in a roar by 
his clownish ways. ‘Old Skent’ 
name he was popularrly. known by—I can’t 
say why—and he was agreat favorite with 
the New York public, who used to pack the 
house at his benefits always, rain or suine. 
Maj.-Gen. Sanford, who was part owner of 
the Lafayette Am hitheater, was a particular 
friend of his, and one time Archy played in 
both the Amphitheater and the Mount Pitt 
circus in one evening, which was considered 
a great featin those days. He eventually left 
the profession andturned temperance lectur- 
er, in which vocation he was quite as success- 
ful as he had been in clowning, for he had 
‘the power to make his audiences cry and 
laugh by turns. Walter Williams, who 


came over here clowning with an 
English circus and played at the 
Broadway Amphitheater — afterward the 


New York Tattersal’s—was a fair generai 
performer and a really good clown, but could 
not rival Archy Madden, The next clown of 
note who recurs to my memory was Joe 
Blackburn,a gentleman who had had a fine 
collegiate education, and who took up the 
clowning business through a liking for it,sim- 
ply. Hie traveled with Oscar and Purdy 

rown’s circus, the best performing circus in 
the world, in my opinion, in those days at 
least, and wasa very great favoritein the 
South. Another Southern favorite, particu- 
larly in Baltimore, was Bill Myers, a good 
tumbler and excellent clown. John Gossin 
came next, and was the boss in his day. John 
May, Joe Pentiand, Dan Gardner, Sam Thrift, 
Bob Lowry, Sam Lathrop, Bill Creignton, 
Mike Saunders, Alex Rockwell, John Weils, 
Joe Cleveau, Gill Eldred, Mat Buckley, Wilse 
Hammond, Charley Austin, Archie Hughes, 
Gili Guilen, Sam Long, George Stone and 
John 8S. Whittaker, allold-time clowns, were 
not only clowns, but singers as well, and 
riders, tumblers, vaulters, slack and tight 
rope and wire performers,and several of them 
were good actors, also. 

‘tA very accomplished clown of the old time 
was Nat Austin, or, perhaps, to do strict jus- 
tice to him, I should say jester rather toan 
clown. He was a master of French, Spanish 
and German, a generally well-educated man, 
and one of the bast jesters that ever wore the 
cap and bells. Bul Worrell, the father of 
those well-known actresses, the Worrell Sis- 
ters, was a good clown in hie day. At one 
time I was ring-master at Welch’s Amphithe- | 
ater, Ninth and Chestnut streets, Philadel- 
phia, when he, Pentland, Gardner and Gossin 
were al] under engagement, and my place for 
the fortnight they were there was not an en- 
viable one, I assure you. They were all 
originators, not the sort of clowns that are 
made by teaching, but men of native humor, 
who could always see and utilize the funny 
side of anything; ana they were liable to 
spring some new joke, or gag, or trick on the 
ring-master at any moment. Samuel 
Lathrop, the comedian, used te be a good 
clown. Dilly Fay was a jester rather than a 
elown, and was ‘also an excellent portrait 
painter. Outin Cincinnati his artistic work 
was very highly appreciated. Arthur Nelson, 
Dr. James Thayer, and later Dan Rice, were 
all fine jesters; but the king in their peculiar 
branch of the profession was W. F. Wallett. 
He was, by long odds, the best jester I ever 
heard, witty and prompt in his repartees, with 
a deep sense of the humorous end an almost 
magnetic sympathy with his audience that 
carried them richt along with him. In those 
days, you must remember, we had no 
mammoth triple-pole-and-three-rings circus 
tents, and aciown could easily make himself 
heard by the whole audience at once. Buta 
steam man could hardly dothat now. Dan 
Rice made his reputation as a jester by imi- 
tating Wallett in his Shakspearean and ti- 
cal quotations, but would have done better 
had he confined himself to legitimate clown- 
ing, Which was his patural forte. William 
Stout was educated for the ministry before he 
took to clowning, and was in his day famous, 
not enly as a clown, but as a wrestier and a 
herculean performer. It never appeared that 
his early religious training did him much 
harm in his business. Bill Gates graduated 
from clown to comedian at the Old Bowery 
Theater. 

“Clowns are, as a rule, the most genial and 
improvident of circus men. I see that Mr. 
Freshfield, or whoever he is, in the interview

SEA-SICKNESS. 


A Subject That Has a Special Interest 
for Americans. 
From the New York Times. 

Three people out of every four, it is caleu- 
jated, have only togo to sea in moderately 
rough weather in order to experience the 
horrors of sea-sickness. The sufferings of 
the victims of ma/ de mer need not be dilated 
upon; their intensity is sufficiently vouched 
for by such instances as that of Cicero, who, 
when he took refuge on board a vessel after 
his proscription, suffered so much from sea- 
sickness that, —— the fate that awaited 
him on shore, he landed at Gaeta, and there 
suffered decapitation. The question as to 
whether life is worth living is generally 
answered in the negative by the sea-sick- 
asentiment which was neatiy expressed by 
the Irishman who told his friend that at first 
he was afraid the ship would go down, wut 
that afterward he feared she would not. If 
further proof were required of the horrors of 
this malady it is assuredly to be found in the 
fact that so many of our countrymen are pre- 
pared to see a breach madein Britaip’s sea- 
wall if only they can thereby be spared the 
sickening experience of the channel ’ 
The disease is growing with the rapid growth 
of ovean-traveling, and the Americans, who 
are the greatest travelers of all, and therefore 
the greatest sufferers, have been giving the 
subject considerable attention of late.

—Lord Nelson—is said to have been one of 
those who never got habituated to the “thud” 
of the se1. 

That the sailor’s usual immunity from sea 
sickness is due to an acquired faculty of Pole 
lowing the movements of the vessel is fur- 
ther shown by the fact that a marked change 
in the character of these movements is apt to 
cause sea-sickoess in the most experienred 
mariners. Thus itis weil known that 
sailors, after a long voyage in the P 
Ocean, where the seas are large and regular, 
sometimes become sea-sick when crossing 
such narrows asthe EKoglish Channel, where 
the waves, being short and choppy, produce 
an entirely different set of movements. Few 
tandsmen, however, have the necessary op- 
portunities for the acquirement of ‘‘sea- 
legs,’? and the victims of mal de mer whose 
voyagings are mainly confined to crossing our 
channels and figths will be wise in making as 
little use as possible of their nether limbs, 
All writers are agreed in recommending the 
horizontal position.

Aid was summoned,and while 
Kinsley remained with the wounded man, 
Conductor Schultz had Ritchie placed under 
arrest. Upon examination it was found that 
the bullet from Ritchie’s revolver had pene- 
trated Carson’s head at the left temple, near 
the eye, and lodged in the brain.and that the 
wound was necessarily fatal. The victim was 
tenderly cared tor by his companions, and 
later in the day Kit Carson, a brother living 
at Georgetown, went to Walton and. con- 
veyed the wounded man home, where he 
was placed under the care of Dr. Lewis, of 
that piace.

Learning the facts in the case, Messrs. Dix- 
on and Green, attorneys for the Southern 
Railroad, took preliminary steps toward 
having the murderer arraigned upon a charge 
of murder in the first degree, in order to have 
him committed without bail.
